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PRESIDED. THE US WAS REPRESENTED BY JOHN R. BURKE OF THE U.S. 

DEP'5 OF TRANSPORTATION. NATIONAL HIGHWAY TRAFFIC SAFETY ADMINISTRATI 
ON 

(NHTSA) AND CANADA WAS REPRESENTED BY JEAN-PAUL VAILLANCOURT OF ROAD 
AND MOTOR VEHICLE TRAFFIC SAFETY MINISTRY OF TRANSPORT. 

4. AS IN OCT. 75 MEETING, GERONDEAU ENCOURAGED COMMENT AND FULL NON- 
VOTING PARTICIPATION BY CANADA AND US ON EACH ITEM OF THE AGENDA. 

5. PRIME PURPOSE OF ATTENDANCE BY CANADA AND US WERE CCMS ROAD SAFETY 
FOLLOW-ON AND ATTEMPT TO SECURE ECMT AGREEMENT TO ACT AS FOCAL POINT 
FOR PROGRAM EXCHANGE AND ROAD SAFETY AND AD HOC GROUP. AS REPORTED IN 
STATE 223463 ON OCT. MEETING 

DISCUSSION OF THE FORMATS AND PROGRAM 

EXCHANGE HAD BEEN POSTPONED UNTIL FEB. MEETING. IT WAS CLEAR AFTER TH 
E 

OCT. MEETING THAT THE CONCEPT OF USING PILOT STUDY SUGGESTED FORMATS 
WAS NOT A VIABLE APPROACH. BURKE AND VAILLANCOURT MET WITH 
GERONDEAU ON FEB. 17 TO DISCUSS THE CCMS ROAD SAFETY FOLLOW-ON 
ACTIVITIES AND SUGGESTED SPECIFIC FUNCTIONS FOR ECMT. VAILLANCOURT'S 
AGREEMENT AND SUPPORT SECURED PRIOR TO MEETING. GERONDEAU AGREED WITH 
US SUGGESTIONS FOR ECMT ROLE AND FOLLOWAON REPORTING PRO 
CEDURES. 

6. ALTHOUGH CCMS ROAD SAFETY WAS NOT LISTED ON THTE FORMAL AGENDA, TH 
E 

CONSIDERATIONS WERE COVERED UNDER QUOTE OTHER BUSINESS END QUOTE, 

AND ATTENDEES UNDER GERONDEAU'S ASTUTE CHAIRMANSHIP AGREED TO FOLLOW 
ING: 

A. ECMT ROAD SAFETY COMMITTEE WILL ACT AS THE FOCAL POINT FOR 
PROGRAM EXCHANGE AND DISTRIBUTE THE FOLLOWING WHEN RECEIVED FROM 
PARTICIPATING COUNTRIES: 

A) EACH COUNTRY'S NEAREST EQUIVALENT OF NHTSA'S AND CANADA S ROAD 
AND MOTOR VEHICLE TRAFFICE SAFETY ANNUAL REPORTS. NOTE: SAMPLE 
COPIES OF BOTH DELIVERED TO GERONDEAU AND ADDITONAL COPIES 
CIRCULATED. 

B) US PREPARED ROAD SAFETY PROGRAM PERSONNEL REPORT BASED ON INPUT 
FROM PARTICIPATING COUNTRIES. 

C) NO FURTHER CONSIDERATION WILL BE MADE OF FORMATS EXCEPT THAT 
PARTICIPATING COUNTRIES WIL CONTINUE TO USE PILOT STUDY 
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RECOMMENDED FORMAT FOR ROAD SAFETY PROGRAM PERSONNEL SUBMISSIONS 
TO US FOR INCLUSION IN PERSONNEL REPORT. NOTE: SEE CCMS REPORT 
NO. 21, APPENDIX 4, PAGE A-4-2, AND FIRST ROAD SAFETY PROGRAM 
PERSONNEL REPORT, DD AUG.20, 1974. 

D) COPY OF EACH PARTICIPATING COUNTRY'S NATIONAL ANNUAL FOLLOW-ON 
REPORT TO CCMS ON ROAD SAFETY. 

E) OTHER PERTINENT DOCUMENTS ON ROAD SAFETY THAT ARE OF SUFFICIENT 
IMPORTANT AND LEVEL OF INTEREST SUCH AS LIST AND AVAILABILITY 
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OF GOVERNMENTS CURRENT ROAD SAFETY PUBLICATIONS. SPECIFIC 
DOCUMENTS TO BE DETERMINED BY EACH COUNTRY. US PROBABLY WILL

OF NHISA'S 1973 ANNUAL REPORT MAILED TO GERONDEAU THROUGH US 
MISSION OECD APO ADDRESS FOR DISTRIBUTION AT MAY 75 ECMT ROAD 
SAFETY COMMITTEE MEETING. ANTICIPATE CANADA WILL TRANSMIT 25 
COPIES OF THEIR 1973 REPORT.
